Evidence obtained by the Cir- 
cuit Attorney's office in its in- 
vestigation of alleged pay-offs 
to some policemen by brothel 
operators should be turned over 
to the Board of Police Com- 
missioners for action, the Feb- 
ruary terim circuit court grand 
jury recommended today. 

In its final report to Circuit 
Judge J. Casey Walsh, the jury 
said further inquiry into the 
matter should be made by the 
police commissioners to de 
termine the authenticity of al- 
leged pay-off charges which 
have not resulted in indictments 

The jurors said they heard 
testimony from only one pay- 
off witness, who invoked the 
Fifth Amendment and refused 
to testify. Three members of 
the police department were in- 
dicted for accepting bribes by 
a previous jury 

A further recommendation 
that a succeeding grand jury 
request a report from the po- 
lice commissioners indicating 
disposition of their phase of 
the pay-off inquiry was made in 
the report. The jurors said they 
felt, however, that St. Louis 
had one of the finest police de- 
partments in the country 

Workhouse Criticized. 

The City Workhouse was de- 
scribed by the jury 
Louis's No. 1 public 
and was compared to “dungeons 
as they supposedly existed in 
adventure stories of years ago.” 

Urging that construction of a 
new workhouse under the bond 
issue program should begin as 
soon as possible, the jury said 
they found the grounds and 
buildings of the century-old pe- 
nal institution to be dirty and 
unkept. 

“We are not surprised at 
news of recent riots at this in- 
stitution,” the jury said. “What 
surprises us is that not more 
of these occurrences have taken 
place. We are told that next 
to nothing is being done in the 
way of a work program.” 

Jail Recommendations. 

The grand jury also recom- 
mended the purchase of heated 
carts for serving food to jail 
prisoners. The basic complaint 
of prisoners in the jail, the re- 
port added, was the length of 
time before trial. The average 
wait, the report said, was six 
months. 

Repairs recommended at the 
jail included a new lock system, 
plumbing and a new washer in 
the laundry 

Regarding the docket in the 
circuit courts, the jury said an 
average of 38 cases a week are 
disposed of, but that an average 


as ‘St

of 40 cases are added each 
week. As of last Friday there 
were 755 cases on the criminal 
dockets. 


“We understand that a new 
courtroom is being prepared for 
the criminal division,” the jury 
observed. “When this room is 
in operation substanial progress 
will be made in the reduction 
of pending cases and the wait- 
ing time for trial.”

Current valuation of the 
utility for ratemaking now is 
about $24,000,000, under the 
commission valuation theory of 
original cost less depreciation 

In a statement on its plans 
for the tax suit, the company 
said it had received an opinion 
from a tax counsel firm ques 
tioning the city’s right to im- 
pose the tax under state law 
The company paid the tax last 
year under protest 

Asserting that other commer- 
cial users of city streets, such 
as taxicabs. “and even other 
bus lines,” are not subject to 
such a levy, company officials 
declared that the gross receipts 
tax accounted for $731,434 of 
the $1,286,529 paid to the city 
by the company last year.

BUDGET HEARING 


40 - Hour Week Re. 
quested for Those 
Working 44 to 48 — 
$53,500,000 Munici- 
pal Outlay Proposed. 


Requests by union represen- 
tatives for a reduction in the 
work week of city employes 
were presented to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
today at a public hearing on the 
budget for the fiscal year be- 
ginning April 10 

Before the hearing, which 
was attended by about 12 per- 
sons, the board announced a 
tentative budget of $53,500,000 
with which to operate the city’s 


departments during the fiscal 
year 

Joseph Ames, representing 
Local 410, AFL State, County 


and Municipal Employes Union, 


said the local was requesting a 
40-hour week for employes of 
Various cily institutions where 
the work week is now 44 to 48 
hours. 

He noted that an ordinance 
for this purpose had been en- 
acted over Mayor Raymond R 


Tucker's veto but he said there 
was some doubt of its validity 
because the proposed reduc- 
tion had not originated with 
the Civil Service Commission 
as required by the charter. 
A Matter of Funds. 

Ames said he believed de- 
partment heads could reduce 
the work week to the minimum 
40 hours required by the pres- 
ent compensation law if they 
were given sufficient funds to 
do so It has been estimated 
that the reduction for all em- 
ployes except firefighters now 
working more than 40 hours— 
mainly hospital employes 
would cost the city an addi- 
tional $400,000 a vear 

As to the firefighters, 
FE ran 


Russell 
representing Local 73 of 
the AFL Firefighters Union 
said his local would work for 
reduction of working hours 
from the present 67! hours a 
week to 56 during the coming 
vear. He gave no estimate of 
the added this would in- 
volve 

Ames also urged the board to 
hire two more employes for the 
House of Detention as a secur- 
ity measure and to raise and 
standardize the automobile al- 
Jowance for city employes who 
use their cars in their work. 

Don Sorbello, an employe of

Ames also suggested the city 
could reduce some of its ex- 
penses by ending various gsur- 
veys made on behalf of the 
Civil Service Commission. He 
said a $10,000 survey last year 
by an outside fitm on the salary 
recommendations made by Per- 


sonnel Director R Elliott 
Scearce had resulted in no 
recommendations. ; 

Another survey three vears 


ago of job classifications cost 
$25,000 but the commission did 
not follow the recommendations 
that resulted, he said. Ames also 
spoke out against the displace- 
ment of jobs of city employes in 
contracts with outside firms. 
Latest of these were a proposal, 
since abandoned, of contracting 
for the janitorial services at the 
new terminal building at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis field. 

Alderman James E. Geisler 
and Car! Gassel urged the. board 


to consider an increase in the 
appropriation for tree trim- 
ming, at least until the back- 


log of this work has been elim- 


inated. The sum of $242.000 was 
appropriated last year and 
Geisler said another $90,000 


should be added this year. 

The tentative budget of $53,- 
500,000 was announced after the

90 Pct. Price Supports 
Plus Controls or Un- 
tried ‘Domestic Pari- 


ty Program.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 29 
‘(AP)—A Senate-Howse confer- 
ence committee decided today 
that commercial wheat growers 
should have a choice each year 
between 90 per cent price sup- 
ports plus controls or an untried 
“domestic parity program.” 

Senator Allen J. Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, announced 
this decision by the 10-member 
group seeking to adjust differ- 
ences between the Senate and 
House on thé election-year farm 
bill. 

He said also after a closed 
meeting that the committee had 
given up the idea of finishing 
its job before sometime next 
week 

Ellender said House spokes- 
men were seeking more curbs 
and restrictions “on the blanket 
authority” voted Secretary of 


Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson 
by the Senate on the new 
$1,200,000,000 a year Adminis- 


tration soil bank program 
did not elaborate 

The optional “domestic parity 
program’ for commercial wheat 
growers, would promise 100 per 
cent of parity for that part of 
their crop consumed as domes- 
tic food. The balance would 
be sold and supported at lower 
levels for export or use as live- 
stock feed.

Senator George D. Aiken 
(Rep.’, Vermont, who often 
voices Administration § views, 
said inclusion of the special 


wheat programs ‘was unaccept- 
able to me and the Administra- 
tion.” 

He previously had predicted 
a presidential veto of the legis- 
lation because of numerous 
price-boosting provisions  op- 
posed by President Eisenhower 
and Secretary Benson. 

Ellender said» this morning 
that the “biggest hump we still 
face is working out programs 
for corn and feed grains that 
will fit them in the bill.” The 
Senate voted mandatory» sup- 
port levels for the feed grains— 
oats, barley, rye and grain sor- 
ghums—based on corn prices 
The House included no such 
provision 

Both the Senate and House 
voted to lift minimum supports 
for milk, butter, cheese and 
dairy products from the present 
75 per cent of parity level to 80 
per cent. Parity is a price level! 
computed as fair to the farmer 
in relation to his costs 

But there is dispute over a 
Senate provision that would 
boost prices still further by 
changing the base period used 
in computing supports for milk 
used to manufacture dairy prod- 
ucts. 

A late session last night pro- 
duced approval of these points: 

A two-price system for rice 
under which growers would get 
90 per cent of parity on that 
part of the crop used for food 
in this country, its territories 
and Cuba, with a lower support, 
probably 55 or 60 per cent of 
parity, for that part exported or 
used for other purposes 

An increase from $300,000.- 
000 to $500.000.000 In author- 
ized funds for sending surplus 
food and farm commodities 
overseas. This includes gifts by 
this government for famine and 
disaster relief as well as ship- 
ments bv charitable, religious 
and similar groups 

An expanded system of fed- 
eral aid to states for reforesta- 
tion programs on public and 
private lands 

A special five-member com- 
mission to recommend _in- 
creased industrial uses of agri- 
cultural commodities with a 
$150,000 fund to pay its ex- 
penses.

The firm, which has offices 
on Wall street and the financial 
backing of the international in- 
vestment house of Lazard 
Freres & Co., was formed re- 
cently by David E. Lilienthal 
and Gordon R. Clapp to make 
their TVA.experience available 
to underdeveloped nations. 

Provisions of Contract. 

The contract calls for the 
firm to arrange and supervise 
engineering, agricultural, min- 
eral and industrial studies in 
the Khuzistan region, site of 
Iran’s primary oil and gas fields 
and the major Abadan refinery 
on the Persian gulf.

The Plan: To make life so 
miserable for Greek Cypriot 
“moderates” that they would 
risk assassination and inform 
on Eoka in order to restore 
peaceful conditions. The Gov- 
ernor of Cyprus, Field Marshal 
Sir John Harding, believes 
“there are plenty who only want 
to lead a quiet life.” 

The Main Weapon: Collective 
punishment. 

Under the emergency regula- 
tions, the British may choose 
many forms of collective pun- 
ishment. Inhabitants of a town 
may be kept under virtual house 
arrest, forbidden by total cur- 
few to leave their homes, until 
they pay a fine imposed by the 
District Commissioner. When 
the sum is paid the curfew is 
lifted. 

Homes May Be Seized. 

Harsher punitive measures 
include evictions and confisca- 
tion of property. A whole com- 
munity may be evicted and its 
homes and stores seized. 

Until two weeks ago, collec- 
tive punishment was imposed 
only for specific crimes that 
had occurred in the affected 
area. For example, a fine of 
£7000 ($19,600) was levied on 
the village of Lapithos on the 
north coast near Kyrenia, after 
a series of incidents culminat- 
ing in the bombing of a British 
truck in which one soldier died 
and another lost an arm 

But on March 16, the British 
tried a new application: ten 
families were evicted from their 
homes and eighteen shopkeep- 
ers were ordered to close their 
stores in the heart of Nicosia 
because the neighborhood failed 
to inform on Eoka. This was 
the only crime of the people 
who were punished—they lived 
near the scene of many demon- 
strations and disorders. There 
was no proof of their participa- 
tion in the incidents. They were 
being punished because they 
“failed to take reasonable steps 
to prevent the commission of 
offenses” and “failed to render 
all assistance within their pow- 
er to discover and arrest the 
offenders.” 

Blank Papers Distributed. 

These people had been given 
a “last chance’ to inform the 
previous night, when policemen 
handed each. resident of the 
neighborhood an envelope and 
a piece of paper, with instruc- 
tions to write down all each one 
knew of the terrorists. The po- 
lice jater returned with a black 
box into which the “returns” 
were dropped. As usual, the en- 
velopes contained nothing 

To the innocent, collective 
punishment always seems un- 
real and brutal, especially when 
imposed for political reasons 
Always, the initial reaction is 
wrath against the Government 
But the British here discount 
this. They say the Cypriot peo- 
ple eventually will get so fed 
up with repressive measures 
that they will turn their resent- 
ment against Eoka and withhold 
their support from it 

The Nicosia evictions are ef- 
fective for three months, during 
which the buildings must re- 
main vacant. 

Fine A Real Hardship. 

In Lapithos, the£7000 fine 
sits hard on the 3000 villagers 
HK has been levied on all males 
over 18 and apportioned accord- 
ing to individual means with the 
highest fine £182 ($509) divd 
the lowest £5 ($14). 

No one is allowed outdoors 
until everyone has paid. Lapi- 
thos has been under curfew 
since March 19. 

During such extended cur- 
fews, British welfare officers 
visit the homes to see that peo- 
ple have sufficient food and 
water. The enforcement has not 
been too harsh—the troops oft- 
en let the women fetch water 
ard the children play in yards. 
Even so, house arrest can be 
pretty onerous, and meanwhile 
no one works 

The British are cracking 
down on the Cypriots’ favorite 
form of passive resistance — 
the general strike. Fifty shop- 
keepers in Nicosia have been 
arrested for closing their stores 
during the spontaneous shut- 
down of all work that followed 
the deportation of Greek Or- 
thodox Archbishop Makarios. 

Merchants in Squeeze. 

They were charged with vio- 
lating a law that prohibits 
strikes except in furtherance of 
labor disputes. The shopkeep- 
ers are caught in the middle 
between the terrorists and the 
British. Some had banged down 
their shutters because school- 
boys threatened to smash their | 
wincows unless they closed. | 

Besides being direct targets | 
of these Government measures, 
the moderates also suffer in- 
conveniences when their neigh- 
borhoods are cordoned off and 
searched. Any Cypriot may 
wake up in the morning and 
find his street ringed with | 
barbed wire and patrolled by 
troops. Armed with Sten guns, 
the troops invade the area be- 
fore dawn, wearing tennis 
sneakers so they will not be 
heard. The Cypriot may not 
leave the area until his home 
is searched. 

Very likely he also will be 
directed at gunpoint to a barbed 
wire enclosure, where with his 
neighbors he will wait until 
they are led one by one past 
a masked informer. Once past

The British are putting main 
reliance on sudden swoops and 
searches to nab terrorists. On 
March 16, the entire city of 
Limassol was cordoned and

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Lined up behind barbed wire, Cypriot shopkeepers and clerks wait to be searched and Q 
tioned before entering area of Nicosia where British authorities imposed tight secur: 
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25,000 persons were kept in- 
side their homes 

Since information is virtual- 
ly non-existent, the British 
must rely on patient slogging, 
picking up a few suspects, a 
few bombs, a handful of cart- 
ridges in a day's search in- 
volving 1000 troops. There are 
nearly 25,000 troops available, 
plus an expanding police force 
that is now predominantly 
Turkish 

\ naval patrol consisting 
chiefly of minesweepers guards 
the surrounding sea and radar 
stations along the coast also 
help to intercept vessels at- 
tempting to bring in guns for 
Eoka. Fortunately for the Brit- 
ish, Cyprus jis an island and 
rms in any quantity must be 
ought in by ship 
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and all cargoes ar- 
riving there are now carefully 
screened. The British say they 
can block off all but a small 
trickle of arms 

Outlook Not Encouraging. 

So Harding may be justified 
in saving that Eoka’s reaction 
to the exiling of Makarios has 
been weak and that the 
stepped-up measures will crush 
the resistance in six months 
Either through weakness in 
numbers or shortage of weapons 
and ammunition, Eoka has 
avoided a sustained firefight 
with British patrols. It has all 
been hit-and-run stuff. 

But it is completely unreal- 
istic for the British to expect 
any early return of peaceful 
conditions. Having exiled Ma- 
karios, they have absolutely no 
Greek Cypriot of any stature 
with whom to negotiate, At 
present, the moderates are 
probably more sympathetic to 
Eoka than ever before. Condi- 
tions are perfect for Eoka re- 
cruitment. 

Having set out to rule by 
naked force, Britain will have 
to proceed with ever sterne! 
measures. They are measures 
that have always failed in the 
long run. They failed the 
British in Palestine and in 
Egypt. They will fail here un- 
less the British can stomach a 
long exercise in totalitarian po- 
lice methods 

Thousands of Troops Used. 

Up to last Saturday Britain 
had lost 21 officers and men 
to Eoka terrorists. since last 
August. These losses may be 
considered light. But thousands 
of troops have been occupied 
full time to Keep the island 
under control 

Greek Cypriots argue that no 
military base can endure amid 
a hostile population. This argu- 
ment is not applicable here 
There are only 400,000 Greek 
Cypriots and it is absurd to 
think thev could inflict any 
vital damage on the strong 
British garrison.

The Senator's bad luck began 
last summer when a massive

Last summer Johnson pub- 
licly stressed his abilities as an 
apt mediator between the north 
and south wings of his party, a 
successful conciliator between 
Congress and the White House. 
In the fast-developing politics 
of this presidential year, he is 
increasingly becoming a contro- 
versial figure. 

Trouble at Home. 

This week, trouble pursued 
him from his home in. Texas, 
where he had hitherto managed 
to maintain his status as a loyal 
Democrat without being caught 
in the direct line of fire of the 
pro-Eisenhower faction led by 
Gov. Allan Shivers 

It began when Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, patriarch of the Texas 
loyalists, proposed that Texas 
send Johnson to the convention 
as its favorite son. Rayburn’s 
prime purpose was to make 
Johnson chairman of the dele- 
gation and insure that it would 
not walk out, no matter what 
slate was nominated 

An extra dividend was that 
the move would box-in Shivers. 
Rayburn has done a slow burn 
since 1952 over the fact that, 
after Rayburn fought hard as 
convention chairman to seat the 
Shivers delegation, Shivers 
bolted to Eisenhower 

Shivers is now defiantly de- 
manding that Johnson choose 
between the Southern conserva- 
tives and the New Dealers. This 
is a choice Johnson has spent 
his career as Senate leader 
avoiding, but it appears he can-

The difference between this application of 
collective punishment and that of the Germans 
in World War IIl—the taking and murdering of 
hostages in reprisal for the offenses of others— 
is merely one of degree; the principle is the 
same.

Further progress toward the collection of in- 
terest on state bank deposits came when Lon 
Hocker, newest aspirant for the Republican 
nomination for Governor, made it part of his 
platform 

rhe only other announced Republican candi- 
date, Joseph M. Whealen of St. Louis, has been 
banging away at this issue since last summer. 
Evidently the Republicans mean business. L. C. 
Carpenter has taken the lead for the Democrats. 

What is more, both Mr. Hocker and Mr. 
Whealen have assailed Democratic state admin 
istrations for not going to the courts to test the 
Attorney General's opinion that the state may 
not collect interest on its demand deposits under 
the 1945 Constitution They believe that the 
courts might have ruled otherwise, and that 
failure to give them the opportunity to do so 
may cost the state as much as $8,000,000 and 
profited the depositories accordingly. 

Meanwhilé Gov. Donnelly says that he has 
not yet decided whether to ask the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature to submit a constitutional 
amendment which would put the state’s right to 
earnings on its deposits beyond question. Some 
legislators already have indicated their desire 
to do just that, but they have been met by an 
opinion of the Attorney General that this is 
beyond their power. 

The Governor can settle that and give the 
voters a chance to vote on the question in No- 
vember. That way the reform would not have 
to wait until the inauguration of his successor. 
Surely this loss ought to be stopped as soon as 
possible.

Prices of stocks. at or near record 
levels, apparently do not seem too high 
to men with an intimate knowledge of 
company affairs—the corporation's of- 
ficers and directors. 


That is one conclusion that can be 
rawn from a detailed study of pur- 
chases and sales these men made of 


stocks of their own companies during 
a 14-month period ended Feb. 10 
The period was one in which Presi-

The stock market

Shares bought by 
officers and direc- 
tors had a value of 64.2 million dollars 
Shares sold by officers and directors 
had a value of 62.1 millions 

The figures indicate that officials In- 
vested in their companies about 2.1 mil- 
lions more than they took out 

On closer look it develops that the 
purchases include about 16.5 millions’ 
worth of stock that officials were per- 
mitted to buy, on company options, at 
prices below the market level. 

Sales, on the other hand, include one 
sale of about 20.2 million dollars’ worth 
of stock by the chairman of the board 
of an aluminum-producing concern. He 
had shares worth about 148 million re 
maining after the sale. 

Sales, exclusive of that one excep- 
tional deal, totaled 41.9 millions 

Thus, officials, not counting the 
wealthy board chairman, bought, at pre- 
vailing market prices, about 5.8 millions 
more than they sold. Apparently they 
felt, as recently as a few weeks ago 
that the stocks they know best were 
not being overvalued by the market 

In the auto industry, sales of stock 
have run far ahead of purchases. Sales 
were heavy late in 1955, when it be- 
came apparent that dealers were over- 


loaded with cars and output would be 
cut back. 

Men in the companies making auto 
parts and equipment showed the most 
concern. Substantial selling was done 
by officials of only one of the five 
auto-manufacturing companies 

A year ago, when a similar study 
was made by U.S. News and World Ri 
port, men in the auto industry were 
buying up stock. The best year in auto

A year ago, officials were selling 
stocks in the aircraft-manufacturing 
companies. Now it is the other wat 
around. Defense business has taken on 
a firmer tone.

In companies making building ma 
terials, officials have sold .more stock 
than’ they bought. Heavy selling took

The selling here was almost 13 
as heavy as the buving, exclusive of a 
rather small amount of stock bought 
on options

ment officials bought shares worth

A similar change, showing greater 


optimism, is found among officials of

Thus, the reports on insiders are not 
a sure clue to real values of any indi- 
vidual stock. But the study shows that 
broad, industry-wide figures. reflect 
changing business conditions, from the 
viewpoint of men in a strategic position.

The Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals managed to 
place 75 of them on farms. 

A little duck turned up at the animal 
shelter in Tulsa with all the feathers 
pulled out of its back. A mother ad- 
mitted that her small sons had pulled 
the feathers out one by one. They 
liked to hear the duck quack, as it did 
each time a feather was pulled out! 

A supermarket gave baby chicks 
away last Easter. A. C. Owen, super- 
visor of the Tulsa Animal Shelter, vis- 
ited the store. Little hands picked up 
a chick and held it. The children could

not realize the delicacy of the chicks’ 
bodies, or the permanent injury done 
with each squeeze. 

Several of the crowded chicks were 
ill, and would probably infect others 
within a day or two. When fowl be- 
come diseased, as they often do in 
crowded conditions, they can infect 
children. Public Health Reports lists 
five diseases that can be transferred 
from fowl to man. In addition, accord- 
ing to the Tulsa City-County Public 
Health Department, psittacosis, or par- 
rot fever, is being found more and more 
in domestic poultry, and salmonella. an 
intestinal infection, can be transmitted 
from fowl to man. 

Mr. Owen estimates that at least 3000 
baby animals die each Easter season 
in Tulsa alone.

If one man were to be chosen as the 
single outstanding representative of his 
type and times that man undoubtedly 
would be Wyatt Earp, frontier marshal, 
who tamed the bad men in the toughest

Mrs. Hall-Quest, writing Earp’s bi- 
ography for children 12 and older, 
traces Wyatt's early career as a freight- 
er, scout and buffalo hunter and then 
goes on to describe his career as peace 
officer and gunfighter in the cowtowns 
of western Kansas. 

Tired of hunting bad men and in 
turn being hunted by them, Wyatt 
turned to the new mining camp of 
Tombstone to seek his fortune in the 
silver mines, but his reputation pre- 
ceded him and he was again called 
upon by the forces of law and order 
to tame the rustlers and bandits who 
were creating havoc in the district. He 
strode forth in all the majesty of the 
law to subdue them and became known 
as the Lion of Tombstone. His career 
reached its zenith and its nadir in this 
town “too tough to die,” but the record 
he left behind established him as the 
greatest peace officer the West had 
ever known. 

Mrs. Hall-Quest’s rendition of the 
Earp story should prove to be far more 
vivid and thrilling to the younger read- 
er than the imagined ones of the so- 
called “westerns” of the movies and 
fiction.

For. wall painting, the best 
brush is 4 inches wide, with 
long, flexible bristles—and the 
professional knows by experi- 
ence how important it is that it 
be of superior quality.

Make sure the brush isn’t 
over-loaded—slap the bristles 
lightly against the inside of the

Paint with sweeping, fan-

This is the secret 
that prevents the leaving of a 
ridge of paint at the end of the 
stroke. 

Ease the paint into corners— 
never poke a brush into a cor- 
ner or a crevice because this 
damages the bristles seriously 
enough to affect results,

YOU ARE, OF COURSE, VERY MUCH CONCERNED 
when your son talks out in school and disturbs the teacher 
and the class. Since others do too, and the teacher can't 
seem to control it, this does seem to be rather a general 
problem and not just your son who is to blame. However, 
the fact that he joins in, even if he isn't a ringleader, sug- 
gests that something is wrong with his adjustment. 

Our first thought, when a child acts like this, is that he 
may be overplaced in school. In our opinion the average boy 
of 9 does better in the third grade than in the fourth. If the 
demands of school were less, your boy might be able to be- 
have better. Also there is the problem of his physical ill- 
nesses. Often these children who are allergic need to pro- 
ceed more slowly in school. This is a very good book on this 
problem of allergies, “The Allergic Child,” by Dr. Harry 
Schwartz (published by Howard McCann). We think it would 
give you some good ideas about your son. 

 — 

IT IS IMPORTANT TO REMEMBER that often neither 
the parent nor the teacher is to blame when a child doesn't 
do well in school. Nor, actually, is the child himself neces- 
sarily to blame. If a child is reasonably healthy and reason- 
ably intelligent and is placed in a grade that is right for him, 
then, assuming that he has a half-way good teacher, things 
should go well. But often there is something about the 
school situation that is wrong for the child.
